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Knowledge Is the Best Defense 


T he numismatic market- 
place can be intimidating if 
you’re not informed and alert. 
Seasoned numismatists have learned 
the ins and outs of the coin-collecting 
game, but newcomers to the hobby 
frequently feel at a disadvantage, as 
well they should. Although I don’t like 
to admit it, unscrupulous dealers are 
out there, waiting for the unknowl- 
edgeable or novice collectors. 

Your American Numismatic Associ- 
ation recognizes this hazard. We don’t 
want folks to be scared away from col- 
lecting even before they have a chance 
to experience the great pleasures our 
hobby has to offer. With investment 
scams and fraudulent sales practices on 
the rise, your ANA felt it was time to 
take an important step toward in- 
forming the general public and urging 
them to protect themselves. 

The ANA joined forces with the 
Federal Trade Commission (FTC), 
long a proteaor of consumers’ rights, 
and produced a pamphlet entitled 
“Consumer Alen: Investing in Rare 
Coins,’’ which was introduced July 2 1 
during the ANA’s convention in Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio. The alert will be distrib- 
uted by the FTC’s national network, 
as well as by the ANA, and may be 
the subject of FTC-produced public- 
service announcements. 

The pamphlet urges consumers to 
use common sense when evaluating 
any investment claims. “Make sure 
that you know your dealer’s reputation 
and reliability before you send money 
or authorize a credit card transaction,” 
it cautions. “Do not be taken in by 
promises that the dealer will buy back 
your coins or that grading is guaran- 
teed unless you are confident that the 
dealer has the financial resources to 


stand behind these promises.” 

Also stressed is the importance of 
comparison shopping. Collectors and 



investors should be concerned not 
only with grades, but also prices. The 
alert encourages consumers to visit 
several dealers before buying and to 
check prices in leading coin publica- 
tions to make certain that items are 
not overpriced. 

Perhaps most valuable in the “Con- 
sumer Alert” is advice about where to 
turn for help. Your ANA, of course, 
is always ready and willing to help 
settle any problems you may have with 
ANA-member dealers; however, other 
agencies also might be of service. Your 
local Better Business Bureau and State 
Consumer Protection Agency are con- 
cerned with the business practices of 
companies in your area. The U.S. 
Postal Inspector should be contacted 
if you have a complaint about coins 
you ordered or received through the 
mail. If you wish to notify the FTC, 
write to “Rare Coins,” Federal Trade 
Commission, 6th and Pennsylvania, 
N.W., Washington, DC 20580. 

To strengthen your confidence in 
making coin purchases, you must in- 
crease your numismatic knowledge. 
Reference books are a great source of 
information, but for hands-on experi- 
ence, nothing beats an ANA semi- 
nar. This year’s fall lineup of traveling 
programs focuses on “How to Grade 
U.S. Coins.” 

A number of collectors, dealers and 


investors in the San Diego area at- 
tended a seminar at the Town and 
Country Hotel on September 9-11. 
Those on the East Coast will want to 
attend the seminar scheduled this 
month in our nation’s capital at the 
Washington Marriott Hotel, October 
14-16. The final seminar of the year 
will be held in St. Louis at the Sher- 
aton St. Louis Hotel, November 7-9, 
immediately prior to the Silver Dol- 
lar Convention. 

The seminars, instructed by ANA 
Certification Service staff, offer par- 
ticipants an opportunity to learn how 
to grade every type of U.S. coin ac- 
cording to official ANA standards. 
Students will examine coins in varying 
degrees of condition and will learn the 
fine points of grading through lectures 
and audio-visual presentations. Dis- 
cussion also will cover “market grad- 
ing” versus “technical grading,” with 
emphasis on mint-state grades. 

Tuition for each seminar is $ 3 50 for 
ANA members, $400 for nonmem- 
bers. Educational materials are pro- 
vided, including a Bausch and Lomb 
3x magnifying lens; a copy of Coin- 
obgy, Mort Reed’s classic study of U.S. 
coin types; and a booklet entitled 
“Basic Grading.” In commenting on 
a seminar he recently attended, one 
collector said, “It more than paid for 
itself with my first purchase at a recent 
coin show.”

Gestapo-type tactics to shut us down. 
Interestingly, neither the Secret Serv- 
ice nor the Postal Service agreed with 
her charges. 

I found it amusing that other than 
using guilt by association by tagging us 
under the headlines “Consumer Alert” 
and “Tricky Presentation Suggests Of- 
ficial Coins” that Mr. Bressett could 
find nothing objectionable about our 
offering other than the use of the term 
“coin” and the legend “Trust in God,” 
which we have been using since 1979. 
Perhaps he is ignorant of the rich 
history of private coinage in the United 
States in general and of Gold Standard 
Corporation in particular. Is he una- 
ware that GSC pioneered the decimal- 
ized troy ounce unit in 1979? It was 
not until two years later that South 
Africa followed our lead. 

Mr. Bressett misrepresents us by say- 


ing we claim to be the oldest gold and 
silver mint in the United States. We 
have never made such a claim. We are, 
however, the oldest continuing gold and 
silver mint in the United States. We 
have outlived the krugerrand and are 
older than the Maple Leaf Is there 
anyone else (including the U.S. Mint) 
who can make this claim? 

In addition, Mr. Bressett’s sophisms 
refer to the term “official” as though 
we trampled a sacred sanctum. What 
does he mean by “official”? Legal 
tender? Produced by a government? 
GSC can officially honor our Constitu- 
tion, just as anyone else can! To be cer- 
tain to avoid confusion, we never used 
the term “official,” although we have 
every right to! 

I guess the article should have come 
as no surprise. While GSC is highly 
respected in free-market circles, we 


are detested by the socialized gold 
industry. Mr. Bressett’s hatchet job 
marks a new low point in efforts to 
discredit us.

The format below fol- 
lows that used in Mr. Murray’s article. 

1772: The fineness of gold coins 
also was reduced from .917 to .901. 

1786: Secret orders further reduced 
gold fineness from .901 to .875. 

1822: The coat-of-arms was drawn 
by Marcello Cabello and undoubtedly 
approved by San Martin. The pro- 
visional copper coins issued in 1822 
and 182 3 circulated freely until about 
the middle of 1823, when the in- 
creasing number of counterfeits made 
all the copper coins suspea. They were 
then withdrawn. 

1823: Boqui fled from Peru to 
Europe, taking along gold, silver and 
jewels from the Mint, resources badly 
needed by the patriots. The “Peru 
Libre’’ coins (pesos of San Martin) 
were counterstamped by the royalists 
in accord with a decree of May 6, 


1 824. This decree required all holders 
to bring such coins to the mint to 
be counterstamped. 

1824: Peruvian produaion of Span- 
ish coinage at the Cuzco Mint con- 
tinued through 1825 and is distin- 
guished from that of the royalists only 
by the use of the assayer’s initial “G.” 

1825: The new coat-of-arms was de- 
signed by Jose Gregorio Paredes and 
approved by the congress. 

1826: Royalist forces were over- 
thrown in Cuzco shortly after the 
Battle of Ayacucho at the end of 
1824. The first coins of republican 
design from the Cuzco Mint appeared 
in 1826. 

183 3: The opening of a branch mint 
at Pasco was authorized in 1 83 3, 
1835, 1842 and 1843. It finally 
opened in July 1 844. The very rare 
8 reales of 18 36 were trial strikes pro- 


duced somewhere in the department of 
Junin. The coins (2 and 4 reales) dated 
1843 were undoubtedly trial strikes 
produced in June 1844. 

18 39: “Republica Peruana’’ coins 
were produced at the Lima Mint in 
18 38 but were produced at all three 
mints in 18 39. 

1843; The Pasco Mint opened in 
July 1844 and closed in January 1845. 
It was reopened in December 1854 
and finally closed in 1857. 8-real coins 
were produced in 1857, but all were 
struck over coins of 1844; 155 to 157 
pieces were 4 reales. 

1863: The copper-nickel 1- and 
2-centavo coins of 1863 and 1864 
were produced at the private mint of 
Holmes, Booth and Hayden in Water- 
bury, Connecticut. The dies were 
made by an engraver at the Philadel- 
phia Mint.

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1864: The bronze 1- and 2-centavo 
coins of 1864 were trial strikes pro- 
duced by the same private mint in 
Connecticut and were not officially 
authorized by the Peruvian govern- 
ment. The composition of these trial 
strikes was not adopted when the coins 
were first struck in Lima in 1875. 

1873: The existing mint was exten- 
sively renovated. 

1879: The copper-nickel coins of 
1879 and 1880 were provisional coins 
authorized by the duly-elected govern- 
ment in 1878. 

1880: A decree of the dictator 
Pierola placed Peru on the gold stand- 
ard. A subsequent decree established 
new denominations for the silver coins, 
which otherwise were in accord with 
the coinage law of 1863. 

1881: Dies and punches were tak- 
en from the Lima Mint and mod- 


ified for use at the mint established 
in Ayacucho. 

1888: During most of the years 
since independence, the Lima Mint 
was operated by private entrepreneurs 
under contract to the government. 

1898: The striking of all silver coins 
was suspended early in 1897 because 
of the declining price of silver. The 
striking of small silver coins was re- 
sumed in 1897 under strict govern- 
ment control.

Expiration Date Set 
for Collector Currency 

At the ana’s recent 97th Anniversary 
Convention in Cincinnati, Ohio, the 
Association’s Board of Governors es- 
tablished an expiration, or redemption, 
date for the 1988 series of Collector 
Currency, which was produced to en- 
courage membership retention and use 
of ANA services. The Board felt that 
the financial liability of outstanding 
Collector Currency should be shown 
as such in the Association’s accounting. 

A total of 67,000 1988 notes were 
printed: 37,000 $1 brown issues (se- 
rial numbers 000001 to 037000); 
5,000 $2 brown notes (000001 to 


005000); 20,000 $ 1 blue bdls (000001 
to 020000); and 5,000 $5 blue issues 
(000001 to 005000). The ANA will 
honor all 1988 currency as “real 
money’’ until March 3 1, 1989, allow- 
ing for better accountability of out- 
standing notes and minimizing the 
liability of future redemption. 

Additional series of notes are 
planned for 1989, with termination 
dates of no less than one year from the 
first day of issue.

CHRISTIE’S 

AMSTERDAM 
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Plain Talk about 
The Numismatist 

Introduced 100 years ago this fall, The Numismatist 
originally reflected the views and needs of its creator 
and first editor, George F. Heath.

The first issue of Heath’s new 
publication was called The 
American Numismatist^ a 
title that was shortened to 
The Numismatist for subse- 
quent issues. 


M aking its debut on the coin collecting scene in 
the autumn of 1888 was The American Numismatist, 
a modest, four-page leaflet dated September-Octo- 
ber, the brainchild of Dr. George F. Heath of Mon- 
roe, Michigan. The good doctor had his eye on the 
future, for the masthead proclaimed that the initial issue was Volume 1 , 
Number 1, with more issues planned. Apparently, the “American” part 
of the title was not deemed necessary, for on the next issue, November- 
December, it was dropped. 

In his spare time. Dr. Heath dabbled in selling coins by mail. More than 
anything else. The American Numismatist was a house organ, a price list. 
For just 60 cents, readers could order “Packet No. 1 3,” which contained 
“10 var. of silver coins size of half dime,” or for $1.25, Packet No. 14, 
with “10 var. of same dime size.” 

“Interesting items, original and selected, will occupy over half its col- 
umns,” Dr. Heath said of his publication, further noting that “bargains in 
coins will be continually offered the collector, in fact, it is the publisher’s 
determination that The Numismatist [sic] shall prove a welcome visitor to 
his coin patrons, and any others who prepay the postage, he proposes that 
they shall get the full value of their money. 

“Of one thing all may rest assured, this paper has come to see its year 
out and though small and unpretentious, will, like the Irishman’s flea, ‘get 
there just the same,’ and when least expected. And so without further ado 
we launch our frail bark on the journalistic seas, and with clear skies and 
a flowing sail go out on our mission.” 

Little did Heath realize that this germ of an idea would be published for 
the next century and would go on to become the most important non- 
profit coin journal ever created. The first issue of The American Numis- 
matist pointed out the vinues of collecting to the youth of his time, a senti- 
ment that was no less relevant 100 years ago than it is today: 
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Even more than the inaugural issue, the second em- 
phasized coins for sale, with stress placed on world and an- 
cient pieces . . . 



A sign of the time most favorable is the spirit of our youth in these matters; 
weak and feeble as the efforts may be, fruit will be borne in the future. 

It is a hopeful sign when the youth of any land turn their attention to the 
making of collections; whether it be of coins, minerals, Indian relics, paper 
money, birds’ eggs, autographs, postage stamps, fossils 
or curios, it matters not. From any of these lines much 
may be learned, and the taste cultivated will invariably 
lead to something higher and better. 

“There are about 20,000 coin collectors in this 
country,” Dr. Heath went on to say, “and the 
making of coin collections has never been so 
popular, the world over, as today. Coins could 
never be bought so cheap as they can today. The 
wonderful impetus given to their collecting during 
the past few years, and the competition among 
dealers has done the work.” 

Interestingly, among the dozens of different coins 
Heath offered for sale, none was given a grade. A 
coin’s beauty and desirability was apparently in the 
eye of the beholder, who was protected by a strong 
guarantee: “The coin packets as per list on this page 
contain no duplicates. The coins are in above 
average condition, and so confident am I that they 
will give satisfaction, that I agree to refund the 
money in any unsatisfactory sales on the return of 
the coins.” 

His holdings must have been fairly generous, for 
he advenised that he had “over 3,500 varieties 
always in stock.” Heath’s motto, “Cheaper than 
the Cheapest,” seems a bit out of character with the 
rest of his statements and philosophies, but, on the 
other hand, he wanted to promote his business, and 
one way to do it was to give the appearance of offering bargains. 

The second issue of his publication featured a lead editorial on the sub- 
ject of Chinese cash coins. Even more than the inaugural issue, the second 
emphasized coins for sale, with stress placed on world and ancient pieces, 
although in the American series a group of 25 varieties of “War Period 
tokens” could be ordered for 50 cents. 

New services were announced, including the free answering of numis-

Dr. George F. Heath, creator 
and first editor of The Nu- 
mismatist^ was born in War- 
saw, New York, on Septem- 
ber 20, 1850.

When not 
engaged in *Velieving afflicted 
humanity, amputations, and 
other kindred amusements,*’ 
he devoted his time to **the 
more serious business of his 
collections and The Numis- 
matist,'* 
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matic questions and the identification of unknown coins, “providing 
a careful description, a rubbing, or the coin itself is sent.” Further, “to any 
who may desire, exchange advertisements of 25 words or less will be in- 
serted free of charge to such as are entitled to receive this paper.’’ There 
was no indication of a subscription or other charge for The Numismatist, 
and it is presumed that the periodical was sent free to those who responded 
with an occasional order. 

The Numismatist continued publication, with the third issue bearing a 
January-February 1889 date. Again, emphasis was on advertising packets 
and individual coins for sale. ''The Numismatist is here to stay,” it stated. 
Ideas were forming concerning a subscription arrangement. Until April 1, 
1889, a year’s worth of issues, plus “a good foreign coin” would be sent 
on receipt of 1 1 cents in unused stamps. At the same time, the editor gave 
his own numismatic preferences; 

We have frequent calls for the U.S. series of dates. We have our own good 
reason for not collecting a series of dates. We believe in collecting only 
distinct varieties. The field is large enough and replete with a vast variety of 
beautiful and interesting designs, and we see no necessity of a collector 
spending his time and money over an interminable series of dates. 

Stop the foolishness. If you want varieties, we have them; don’t ask us for 
dates, for we are not in the fruit business. 

The fourth issue of The Numismatist skipped a few months and bore a 
date of July-August 1889. The four-page format remained; however, three 
of the pages were devoted to editorial comments, with just one page of 
coins for sale — a near reversal of earlier priorities. The subscription rate 
was stated as 10 cents per year to cover postage, but to active customers 
The Numismatist was sent free. 

Apparently, even if you did not subscribe or order anything, you could 
still obtain Heath’s little publication. “Is it not worth 10 cents a year to 
you.^” he beseeched. “If not, kindly inform us and we will try to make 
arrangements to give it to you.” 

To pique his readers’ interest. Dr. Heath offered a coin quiz, stating that 
anyone correctly answering two-thirds of the questions (there were 10 in 
all) would receive a free subscription, and the person furnishing the best 
answers to all of them, if he was a subscriber, “may select coins from our 
lists or approval lots to the amount of one dollar.” Heath also added “The 
Numismatist’s Philatelic Supplement” to the periodical and provided two 
pages of stamp lore, for a total of six pages of information. 

The sixth issue of The Numismatist, dated November-December 1889, 
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. . . THE POST-MORTEM WAS premature, and after a 
lapse of two months, lo and behold. The Numismatist, Vol- 
ume 2, Number 1, appeared . . .

concluded Volume 1 . An essay titled “Numismatics” occupied most of the 
front page and half of the second, noting in pan that “The science of coins 
and medals is as old as antiquity itself. There is probably no other branch 
of collecting so ancient and honorable, or that has received the attention 
of students of all ages, as that of coin collecting.” 

However, interest in The Numismatist was not what Dr. Heath had ex- 
pected, and the sixth issue marked the termination of a noble experiment: 

THE END. It is the universal testimony of all that have attempted 
numismatic periodical literature in this country that the coin collector will 
not support a journal in their interest, be it good, bad or indifferent. That 
this is true, we know; but why it is so is beyond our ken. And so The Numis- 
matist, having filled out the measure of its days, draws the draperies of its 
couch about it and lays down to pleasant dreams. FAREWELL! 

Heath bore no ill will for the lack of support and concluded his message 
on a cheery note: “A Merry Christmas and a Happy New Year to you 
all. May you live long and prosper.” 

But the post-mortem was premature, and after a lapse of two months, 
lo and behold. The Numismatist, Volume 2, Number 1, appeared, dated 
March 1890. Obviously, Heath’s generous nature, his desire to promote

coin collecting, and the wish to include his offerings in a publication 
with a more elegant title than the “Monthly Bargain Circular” combined 
to rescue The Numismatist from its seeming demise. In this issue his 
prices were even cheaper than the cheapest, for his coins were priced 
“at rock bottom.” 

Things were looking up for the fledgling periodical, and it was bravely 
announced that “this little paper, while only advertised as a bi-monthly, 
will in all probability issue 12 numbers in 1890. It is published solely in 
the interest of the publisher and its coin patrons and to these latter it will 
be sent free.” 

To make up for lost time, with the target of 12 issues for 1890 in mind, 
the next month, April, saw two issues, one dated simply April 1890 and 
the other April 15, 1890. Then came the May 1890 issue. The June issue. 
Volume 2, Number 5, featured on the front page the beginning of an essay 
titled “American Colonial Coins of the United States.” The essay was 
continued and expanded in the July, August and September issues, after 
which it was resumed in November, a month in which two issues ap- 
peared. The topic was concluded in the December 1890 issue, which 
marked the twelfth number in the second volume, thus attaining the 
hoped-for publishing goal. 

Dr. Heath continued to refer to his coin offerings as bargains and his 
prices as rock bottom, but as if the rock-bottom prices were not low 
enough, the July 1890 issue offered a half-price sale! Emphasis seemed to 
be on price and price alone, with scarcely a mention of quality. 

From the August 1890 issue, readers could order for $50 “a magnificent 
German collection” consisting of 500 coins, “many over 100 years old,” 
or for $ 100 a collection of 750 varieties “from over 100 cities and states.” 
Ten different varieties of Chinese coins, “some over 500 years old,” 
classified, were available for 30 cents, while 50 varieties of English penny 
and halfpenny tokens, circa 1789-181 3, could be bought for $6, and a 
group of 100 Civil War tokens was available for $2.50. 

In the same issue, the editor could not resist a touch of whimsy: 

There is occasionally a letter sent to the mayor of our city by some doubt- 
ing Thomases, inquiring as to our reliability. Now we don’t object to this, 
but we fear our friends will not be doing themselves justice in this way, for 
they are apt to get a prejudiced reply; for, fortunately or unfortunately, we 
happen to be the mayor of the City of Monroe. 

Ambitious plans were announced for 1891, with the frequency of 
publication accelerated to semimonthly, or 24 issues. The subscription rate 
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was quintupled to 50 cents a year, but this was offset by the gift of a coin 
“at the least worth from 30 to 50 cents.” Promised features included the 
following: “Every number will be illustrated. Every number will contain 
interesting articles and notes on coins. Every number will contain the 
names and addresses of from 10 to 15 or more live coin collectors, with 
their specialties, if any.” 

“Numismatists are universally honest,” Dr. George Heath stated, “so 
we don’t ask for your money until we fulfill our promises; simply give us 
your honest intention, as we give you ours. We may both fail, still we take 
the greater risk.” 

Thoughts of closing down the periodical were 
left behind, and the publisher noted, ''The Numis- 
matist without any promises or flourish of trumpets 
has kept on in the even tenor of its way and com- 
pleted its second year. It promises to go right along 
on the same old track, a feeble representative of 
that most fascinating branch of collecting; the most 
valuable in history; the Science of Numismatics. 

With us, it has ever been, a rest and recreation from 
business and professional cares; a labor of love . . . 

We have kept the faith. We have finished the year.” 

The first issue of the new year was dated January 
1, 1891, and bore the greeting “A Happy New 
Year to all our readers. May the new year be 
neither ‘poor’ nor ‘fair,’ but from ‘Good’ to ‘Proof’ 
to you all.” 

Apparently, subscriptions were coming in at a 
satisfactory rate, for Heath noted, “The publisher 
is trying to do something to popularize the science 
of numismatics. His sincere desire is to make the 
journal more and more worthy of your support. 

He is, so far, pleased with reception met with, and 
for kind words and favors shown. The 
futures of this journal; Subscriber! Advertiser! Con- 
tributor! depend mainly upon^ow.” 

The coin collecting hobby was expanding, and the editor went on to say, 
“The numismatic revival that we have been working for is coming.” He 
noted the advent of several other numismatic publications with approval. 

In February 1891, Heath made a proposal that would have far-reaching 
implications: “What’s the matter of having an American Numismatic Asso- 
ciation? Would it be possible? Would it be practicable? All in favor of such 
a scheme, send in your names.” The seed was planted, and the germina- 
tion was reported in a double-sized March issue carrying an article titled 
“A Plea for an American Numismatic Association.” 

Thus, George F. Heath became the founder of the American Numis-

matic Association. The ANA was intended to be noncontroversial and to 
be “primarily in the interest of the great class of less advanced and be- 
ginning collectors.” At the time, most advanced numismatists belonged 
to the American Numismatic and Archaeological Society, publisher of the 
American journal of Numismatics, which contained many learned disserta- 
tions on esoteric numismatic subjects. 

Heath further elaborated: 

Our expenses should be light; put the annual dues low. One dollar should 
be sufficient at present, and arrangements can probably be made whereby 
each member will receive this value in numismatic literature thrown in as a 
partial inducement . . .You can depend upon Plain Talk la publication for 
which Charles T. Tatman furnished coin news] and The Numismatist to 
keep you posted until then. 

Unselfish perhaps to a fault. Heath stated that he had nominated Tat- 
man as secretary “to obtain an efficient officer and the hopes of having 
Plain Talk for an official organ.” He did not advance The Numismatist as 
a candidate. Plain Talk became the official ANA organ, but as Tatman was 
lax in his duties and publication lapsed, the “official organ” mantle fell 
upon The Numismatist, although in the November 1891 issue it was in- 
timated that Plain Talk still was in the running for this honor. 

It may come as a surprise to present readers that for a brief time in the 
late 1890s, The Numismatist removed itself from the ANA and decided that 
it was no longer its official journal, for Heath, a man of action, could not 
tolerate what he considered to be lassitude on the part of ANA officials, 
who would not even answer his correspondence! However, this separation 
soon ended. 

On June 16, 1908, Dr. Heath suddenly died. Farran Zerbe, then pres- 
ident of the ANA, assumed the task of editing and publishing The Nu- 
mismatist and soon purchased the publication from Heath’s heirs. In 
1911, through the generosity of W.C.C. Wilson of Montreal, Canada, 
The Numismatist was purchased from Zerbe and presented to the ANA. 
Ever since that long-ago time, The Numismatist has been a vital part of the 
American Numismatic Association. •

Motif on Early 
American Coinage 

Personifications of freedom on early U.S. coins ranged 
from an Indian “run mad” to a classical bust as Ameri- 
cans sought an appropriate representation of their new 
nation’s liberty. 


T he robust, ma ironly, draped bust of Liberty with the 
classic features of a Greek goddess, the design that domi- 
nated the obverse of United States coins from 1795 to 
1807, represents the culmination of an artistic evolution 
that began with the state coinages of the mid- 1780s, sea- 
soned with inspiration from ancient Greece and Rome. 

“Washington pieces” depicting George Washington were privately 
produced from 1 78 3 to 1795 to satisfy demands of curious collectors 
in England and in the hopes of obtaining contracts to handle U.S. coin- 
age. They doubtlessly influenced the original draft of the Coinage Act, 
which provided: 

. . . Upon one side of each of the said coins there shall be an impression 
or representation of the head of the President of the United States for the 
time being, with an inscription which shall express the initial or first letter 
of his Christian or first name, and his surname at length, the succession of 
the Presidency numerically, and the year of the coinage. . . 

The proposed legislation met with disfavor in the House. In March 
1792, one congressman eloquently inveighed against the proposal: 

We have all read that the Jews paid tribute to the Romans, by means of 
a coin on which was the head of their Caesar. Now as we have no occasion 
for this aid to history, nor any pretense to call the money of the United 
States the money of our Presidents, there can be no sort of necessity for 
adopting the idea of the Senate ... I am certain it will be more agreeable 
to the Citizens of the United States, to see the head of Liberty on their coin, 
then Isic] the heads of the Presidents. However well pleased they might be

with the head of the great man now their President, they may have no great 
reason to be pleased with some of his successors; as to him, they have his 
bust, his pictures everywhere; historians are daily celebrating his fame, and 
Congress have voted him a monument. A further compliment they need 
not pay him, especially when it may be said, that no Republic has paid such 
a compliment to their Chief Magistrate, and when indeed it would be 
viewed as a stamp of Royalty on our coins, would wound the feelings of 
many friends, and gratify our enemies. 

Washington himself protested that the use of the president’s portrait on 
coins was “too monarchial,” a comment that persuaded the Senate to 
agree with the House. Thus, the final legislation passed on April 2, 1792, 
read, “Upon one side of each of the said coins there shall be an impression 
emblematic of Liberty with an inscription of the word Liberty and the year 
of the coinage. . .” 

In November 1792, Washington announced, “There has been a small 
beginning in the coinage of half dismes; the want of small coins in circula- 
tion calling first attention to them.” These coins, reputedly struck from 
plate silver donated by Washington (as the only known tableware owned 
by him at his death was silver-clad copper “Sheffield plate”), depicted 
a female figure with hair blowing in the wind, similar to the Birch cent 
of 1792, which in turn influenced the first design of copper coins struck 
in 1793. 

The Flowing Hair design of the first copper coins ignited public outrage. 
An item appearing in Philadelphia’s Pennsylvania Gazette on March 20, 
1793, lamented: 

The American cents do not answer our expectations. The chain on the 
reverse is but a bad omen for Liberty, and Liberty herself appears to be in 
a fright. May she not justly cry out in the words of the Apostle, “Alexander

the coppersmith hath done me much evil; the Lord reward him according 
to his work!” 

Later that year, the Libeny Cap cent and half cent were released for cir- 
culation. Liberty’s hair was restyled, and, to reinforce the idea of freedom, 
a Phrygian cap (the pointed cap, known as a pileus, that symbolized a freed 
slave in ancient Rome) was added to the obverse design. 

The symbolic cap-and-pole design, popular in revolutionary France in 
the 1790s, had appeared oh coppers issued by New York in 1787, and 
Vermont and Connecticut in 1785-88. The coins depicted a seated per- 
sonification of liberty, strikingly similar to Britannia on British halfpen- 
nies. The figure of Liberty held a pole, on the top of which hung a pileus. 

Personifications, or representations of virtue in human form, served as 
propagandist^ motifs on the coins of the late Roman Republic. One of the 
earliest coins to bear a female figure emblematic of liberty was issued by 
Cassius, one of Caesar’s assassins. It bore a head that represented Liberty 
and was inscribed with the word LEIBERTAS. During the first century of 
the Christian era, the reverse of many bronze coins depicted Libertas 
holding the pointed cap of liberty and a scepter. A small bronze coin, 
issued by Caligula and known as a quadran, shows a Phrygian cap as the 
obverse motif 

The personification of national virtue on coins is a practice that can be 
traced back to the ancient Greeks. Classical Greek coins portrayed god- 
desses as robust females with matronly features, each of the pantheon of 
deities representing some quality with which the issuing state identified. 
Athena, the patron goddess of Athens, for example, was the deity of 
wisdom and was represented on coins struck by that city in classical times. 
Hellenistic coins, which showed a portrait of an actual ruler rather than 
a mythological figure, relegated the tutelary deity of the reigning dynasty 
to the reverse of the coin. 

In the neoclassicism of late 18th-century America, coin designs that 
failed to meet the ideals of ancient Greece and Rome were not well re- 
ceived by the public. In 1794, when the coining of silver finally com- 
menced after mint officials had posted the required security bond, the 
Flowing Hair design invited a repeat performance of the vitriolic criticism 
that had deluged the 1-cent piece. One contemporary critic wrote: 

Heaven forbid that future ages should judge the taste and talents of the pres- 
ent citizens of America by so mean and pitiful a sample of their works. I 
have seen all the coins already issued, and nothing can be more wretched; 
an unmeaning fool’s-head on one side, and something that resembles a

turkey cock on the other. Oh, shame, shame, shame!. . .[I]f the President’s 
head should be too aristocratic, a plough and a sheaf of wheat would be 
better than an Idiot’s head with flowing hair, which was intended to 
designate the head of an Indian squaw. . . 

When the famous portrait painter, Gilbert Stuart, visited the mint in 
1795 , he commented with reference to the design of Liberty with wildly 
streaming hair that she “has run mad.’’ He added, “We will bind her up, 
and thus render her a steady matron.” Although the specific changes sug- 
gested by Stuart are unknown, his sketches not having survived, the design 
of Liberty was changed in that year to the familiar Draped Bust design of 
a respectable, restrained female with classical Greek features and curled 
locks of hair bound with a ribbon. 

The Liberty motif in numismatic art provides a unifying theme from 
which a collection of early American coins can be expanded into an in- 
teresting topical collection embracing classical coinages. •

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Ferracute Goes 
to China 

Engineer Henry Janvier’s written and photographic 
accounts of his exploits in setting up mints in Wuchang 
and Chengtu provide a record of life in late 1 9 th- 
century China. 


T he natives were restless. Foreigners traveling up the 
Yangtze River in 1898 were likely to be pelted with stones 
thrown by Chinese on the shore. To amuse the foreign 
passengers, a thoughtful steamboat management provided 
stones for the passengers to throw back at those who were 
almost universally referred to as “Chinamen,” “the pig-tails” and “the 
heathen.” Two years later the violently anti-foreign Boxer Rebellion 
broke out in protest against Western missionaries. Westernized Chinese, 
and the material symbols of the West— railways, factories, and shops sell- 
ing imported products. 

Henry A. Janvier, an engineer with the Ferracute Machine Company 
of Bridgeton, New Jersey, was about to set up a Western factory in a 
remote city 2,000 miles up the Yangtze River when he landed in Shanghai 
on February 2, 1898. 

The Ferracute coining presses that had been installed in the United 
States Mint in Philadelphia quickly attracted international interest and 
established Ferracute as a leader in the manufacture of modern coin- 
making presses. Sometime in 1896, the Chinese Government, through 
The American Trading Company, a New York City firm with branch of- 
fices in San Francisco, London, Hamburg, Yokohama, Kobe, Newchwing, 
Tientsin and Shanghai, approached Ferracute for three mints. Two, to be 
located at Wuchang in Hopeh Province and Chengtu in Szechuen Prov- 
ince,^ were to produce the small-denomination brass coins known as tsen, 
or “cash” to foreigners. The third mint, also to be located at Chengtu, was 
to produce silver coins, the major currency in a country that had never

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accepted gold for coinage. The silver coins were to be made in denomina- 
tions similar to American coins, from 10 cents to $ 1, with the $1 coin set 
at the American standard of 4 1 2 1/2 grains of silver, rather than the Chinese 
standard, based on the tael, which was 1 ,000 times the value of the tsen. 
In Chinese counting, the silver $ 1 was to be worth, in a foreign approx- 
imation of the Chinese words, 7 mace, 2 candareens , ox .12 tael. Thus, even 
before the so-called “Open Door Policy’’ that was enforced after the 
Western powers put down the Boxer Rebellion, the new coinage was to 
be Western rather than Chinese. 

The Chinese Government shopped around for its new mints, which 
were to use modern coining presses in place of the ancient system of pour- 
ing molten metal into coining molds. The Ferracute records contain a copy 
of a quotation dated September 23, 1896, from an unnamed competitor 
in Magdeburg, Germany. The estimate for an entire mint, to be delivered 
from Hamburg or Antwerp, was “three thousand five hundred and sixty 
pounds sterling net, without any discount.’’ There is no record of the suc- 
cessful Ferracute bid, but it apparently was lower than $ 1 7,000 at the ex- 
change rate at that time of $5 to the pound. 

The successful bidder was expected to provide all the equipment needed

tael coins would be required to punch round or square holes and raise rims j 

around the holes. | 

From some of Janvier’s letters written while he was in China, it is clear 
that the dies for the Chinese coins were made in the United States, and 
the logical source was Ferracute’s nearby customer, the Philadelphia Mint. 

An extensive search made several years ago of the Mint records in the Na- 
tional Archives, however, turned up no evidence that the dies were made j 

there. It is obvious, however, from surviving sample coins that the person 
who made the dies was not only a skilled engraver of coining dies but also 
an artist capable of reproducing Chinese characters, which probably were 
meaningless designs to the engraver. 

The presses were completed early in 1897, and Oberlin Smith, Fer- | 

racute founder and chief engineer, wrote to Robert Preston, director of the 
United States Mint, to invite him to a public test of the coining machinery j 

on March 22. Although Preston was unable to come up from Wash- 
ington, representatives from the Philadelphia Mint attended the tests of f 

Ferracute’s first foreign mint. The entire mint was shipped out soon after | 

the test, and the next task was to select a Ferracute employee to go to ^ 

China to oversee setting up the mints in Wuchang and Chengtu. 

A Ferracute employee named Read Elmer, who had built much of the 
machinery and had tested the entire mint, was the first choice. Elmer re- 
fused outright, adding that he did not need to think about the proposition ^ 

overnight because his mind was already made up. 

Henry Janvier, the second choice, also needed no time to think about 
the offer. He accepted immediately and within a few days was on a train 
across the country as a consultant to The American Trading Company at 
the then-magnificent pay of $25 a day and all expenses. He was given a ^ 

6-month leave of absence, which had stretched to 10 months before he 
returned to Bridgeton and another 46 years at Ferracute. 
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. . [I WAS] ALMOST washed overboard in the course of 
the business [and] was saved only because I fetched up against 
a deck-house on the way to Eternity.” 


When Janvier set out from Bridgeton on December 27, 1897, he was 
already a 20-year veteran of Ferracute Machine Company. He had begun 
work as a 16-year-old apprentice in 1877 and had quickly gained the 
attention of Oberlin Smith, who helped him become an engineer and 
press designer. 

What makes Janvier’s story worth noticing today is his literate account 
of his voyage across the United States, the Pacific Ocean and into what 
was then a remote part of China. Others probably accomplished similar 
feats, but we are fortunate that Janvier’s family saved his long and frequent 
letters written during the trip. The reports that he wrote back to Ferracute 
have not survived, but there are contemporary newspaper and magazine 
articles as well as a long article based on an interview that appeared in the 
Bridgeton Evening News of December 18, 1939. Janvier also was an avid 
and skilled photographer, the organizer of a photography club in Bridge- 
ton. More than 200 negatives of the 600 or so photographs that he took 
on his trip have survived to provide a record of China just before the end 
of the century. 

However, the trip to China almost came to an end for Janvier just after 
the small steamship China passed through the Golden Gate. Although his 
description of the near-disaster was toned down in letters to his family, he 
recalled it 40 years later when he spoke to a Bridgeton reporter: 

We sailed . . . from San Francisco on January 6th in very nasty weather. 
The fog was so dense the captain anchored his ship in San Francisco Bay. 
When he decided to proceed, we encountered waves sky high just outside 
the Golden Gate. I wanted to make a snapshot of ’Frisco ... [1 was] almost 
washed overboard in the course of the business [and] was saved only because 
I fetched up against a deck-house on the way to Eternity. 

That inauspicious beginning of a midwinter crossing of the northern 
Pacific continued for most of the 1 9-day trip to Yokohama. Two days out, 
the ship was struck by lightning, which peeled the copper sheathing 
from a wooden mast. During the crossing, which took 31/2 days longer 
than normal, Janvier recorded only four days as “fair.” The others he 
listed in journal entries as “stormy” and ‘‘high storm.” He continued in 
his recolleaions: 

The China arrived in a watery waste called by mariners the “Black Hole,’’ 
a point about one thousand miles from Japan. In this region, the currents and 
winds are naturally bad. Here a typhoon struck. The wind blew with terrific 
force, literally from all directions at the same time. It imparted a circular mo-

tion to the sea, and the ship was just a toy in its grasp . . . 

The China . . . would stand on her head and then on her tail, then flip 
over on her side. I’ll never forget looking uphill and then down, down deep 
into the trough of the seas which ran a good fifty feet high. It was an eye- 
opener for a rowboater. When the storm abated and we had a chance to look 
around, we found all but one life-boat blown completely away, and that one 
reduced to kindling. 

In contrast to the harrowing Pacific crossing, the rest of the trip to 
Shanghai was peaceful. Janvier could enjoy the striking scenery of Japan’s 
Inland Sea, which he described as “very much like the Thousand Islands, 
only much grander and on a very large scale.” In Osaka, he took time to 
visit the mint, which he characterized as “rather modern.” “Every em- 
ployee,” he wrote, “is a Japanese not being able to speak a word of Eng- 
lish. Even our guide was a ‘dummy’ and had to explain everything by 
gestures. We, very politely, answered the same way. I just wondered how 
American visitors who know nothing about machinery can get much 
satisfaction from such explanations.” 

On reaching Shanghai, Janvier picked up his interpreter, companion and 
assistant for the next six months, Henry Everall, a young English employee 
of The American Trading Company. Janvier, Everall, and a “mostly bull 
terrier” that the pair had picked up left Shanghai in January 1898, carrying 
“two revolvers, a Winchester rifle for shooting game, a lot of American 
grub, blankets and bedding.” The first leg of the trip took them by steamer 
about 400 miles up the Yangtze River to Hangkow, which they reached 
in four days. While waiting for the next boat, the two foreigners hired 
sedan chairs that were placed on sampans to cross the river to Wuchang 
to inspect the first of the two cash mints that Ferracute had sent to China. 

They found that the Chinese engineers and mechanics had unpacked 
the machinery and set it up “in a perfectly proper way, although they 
had never seen anything of the kind before. Their only guide to this 
work was a . . . written list of directions, accompanied by photographs 
of the machines . . . These directions they . . . must have had translated 
... to enable them to work from them . . . the power supply was not 
ready, [and] the running of this machinery was deferred until the return 
trip of the party.” 

The party arrived in Chengtu on April 3, “rather tired and dirty after 
a tramp through the mountains, woods, chasms, valleys, plains and 
along rivers, occasionally crossing one in boats.” Chengtu, the capital of 
Szechuen Province, was a city of 700,000, with one English-speaking per-

son who “was inordinately proud of his 10-word vocabulary.’’ There were 
also 26 foreign missionaries in the city. 

The mint was to be set up in the arsenal, which produced a two-man 
gun that was carried by one man and fired by the other. The blueprints 
that Ferracute had prepared for a single building to house both mints had 
been mislaid in Shanghai, and the arsenal authorities had built separate 
buildings for the “cash’’ and the silver mints. To serve machines in two 
small, unconnected buildings, the single shaft that was to drive the ma- 
chinery would have to be cut into several pieces and the entire layout 
redesigned on site. 

That, however, was not the immediate problem. The machinery, 
shipped a year earlier, had not arrived in Chengtu. Two weeks after the 
travelers arrived, the first parts of the mint began to reach the city. 

Some of the boxes arrived without their wooden cases. It turned out 
that some Chinaman along the line’’ had taken the wood for firewood. 
When caught, he had been punished with the Chinese version of the 
pillory, a halter of boards that had to be worn for several weeks around 
the wrongdoer’s neck. 

Worse than the damaged cases was the discovery that the machinery in 
apparently undamaged cases was rusted, some so badly that pans were 
welded together. At Ichang, the shipment had been unloaded on the dry 
river bank at low water. The Yangtze flooded, and the machinery lay 
submerged for about six weeks, while the flood waters washed away the 
protective coating of grease and filled the crates with silt, which then pro- 
vided admirable nesting places for large rats. The arsenal authorities 
naturally suspected that Ferracute had sent secondhand equipment. 

Moving the heavy machinery through the narrow Chengtu streets from 
the river to the mint was the first priority. The light vehicles that the mint 
authorities had built broke down under the weight of the heavy machin- 
ery, and Janvier had to improvise, commandeering heavy crushing rolls 
from a nearby rice mill to serve as wheels. 

At the end of April, when he had originally expected to have the mint 
running, Janvier wrote home: 

Ever since Apr. 1 3th, the machinery has been arriving and in the most hor- 
ribly rusted condition possible, giving it the appearance of old scrap iron. 
Four of the cash coining presses, one punching press and a whole lot of cases 
for engines, boiler, furnaces, shafting, etc., are here and all are in an equally 
rusty condition. If there is any difference, the punching press is the worst. 

Its finished parts, which should run smoothly together, are rusted fast, and

it is a question whether some of them can be gotten apart without being 
broken. Each press will have to be taken apart, all the parts cleaned, some 
made new, and put together again. 

For the next several weeks, the most important tool was a hammer. To 
loosen the rusted parts, Janvier found in the arsenal two five-gallon cans 
of kerosene, a rare fluid in that part of China. With that scanty supply, 
he soaked the rusty bearings and then drove the shafts out of the frames 
with a sledgehammer. During those weeks, Everall became a reasonably 
skilled mechanic because, said Janvier, “every unit of equipment had to 
be taken down, refinished, refitted and reassembled.” 

Despite the problems and the delays for Chinese “lucky days that so 
annoyed Janvier (“A Chinaman has a lucky day for doing anything, and 
there is no use in trying to get him to do it any other time,” Janvier related 
in a letter home), the presses were finally ready. In the 1939 interview, 
he recalled his next problem: 

My first need when there finally was some show of progress was lubri- 
cating oil. I needed paint (of which there was none in the Province), but I 
could not operate without the oil. The Chinese used some sort of vegetable

minute, they began to stare; as it reached 150, many of 
them decamped in mortal fear ...” 


grease which would help remove grease all right, but on a newly cleaned part 
was a rust generator rather than a preventive, for in the morning, there would 
be a red glow over the freshly worked parts. 

It was necessary to remove a cap from the cylinder head of my steam 
engine, and there ran out a stream of the finest lubricating oil as thick as my 
wrist. The engine had been shipped with the cylinder full, and I caught 
almost every drop of it. During the night, this precious oil was stolen, but 
it hadn’t gone far. The head man of the city recovered it. I couldn’t have 
turned a wheel for months without that oil. Someone was beheaded for that 
bit of thieving, as was also the case when the rawhide lacers for my transmis- 
sion belts were stolen. 

The equipment was finally ready for operation. On July 12, 1898, Jan- 
vier wrote home; 

The machinery is all running nicely to the satisfaction of the manager, and 
my time for the two days that I have here will be entirely occupied in “break- 
ing in’’ the Chinamen. About two weeks ago, when I began running and ad- 
justing the different machines, I insisted upon having the man who was to 
run a machine stand by me all the time and watch every single thing that 
it did. Tomorrow and next day, the different men will run the machines 
assigned them under the direction of “Boss Janvier from Jersey.’’ 

In “Coining Machinery in Chinese Mints,” an article written with 
Oberlin Smith for the May 1903 issue of Gassier 's Magazine, Janvier 
described the reactions to the initial running of the machines: 

When the new engine for the coining work was set up, it was started with 
dozens of admiring onlookers. When its speed reached about 100 revolutions 
per minute, they began to stare; as it reached 1 50, many of them decamped 
in mortal fear; and as it got up above 200, the room was vacated; and the 
astonishment of those who afterwards ventured to return to see the machine 
running at nearly 300 was something rather amusing. 

The machines were finally working, but the dies were the next concern. 
Rust on them had produced blemishes, and new dies from the United 
States would be months in reaching Western China. In one of his letters, 
Janvier mentioned that because the Chinese still believed that they had 
been given secondhand equipment, a suggestion that new dies be ordered 
would appear to be a ruse to get more money from the Szechuen govern- 
ment. He decided to use the damaged dies to run sample coins and hoped 
that he would be far away from Chengtu before the authorities decided 
that new dies were needed. In the interview, he recalled: 
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. THE Mandarin passed his finger over one of the 
small blisters on the dragon’s tail and observed how nicely 
those extra marks would prevent counterfeiting.” 


As I prepared a proof set for Everall to submit to the Mandarin, 1 thought 
of the hazards of the journey, the goat meat I’d eaten, the appalling obstacles 
Everall and I had overcome together. There was no mistaking the blisters on 
the face of certain of the coins caused by the rust pits in the delicate dies. 

I gave the samples to Everall and waited . . . They were received by the 
Chinese with almost childish delight. Everall told me the Mandarin passed 
his finger over one of the small blisters on the dragon’s tail and observed how 
nicely those extra marks would prevent counterfeiting. 

There was another potential delay that Janvier understandably did not 
mention in his letters home but recalled 40 years later. The head man 
of the province, as Janvier called him, proposed that he stay in Chengtu 
for five years to supervise the operation of the mint. Janvier refused on 
grounds of ill health. The governor then doubled and tripled the amount 
of money offered and finally asked Janvier to name his own figure. As the 
head man’s tone became threatening, Janvier and Everall decided to leave 
quietly at night. 

Henry Janvier’s success in China assured Ferracute’s reputation interna- 
tionally. Within the next few years, Ferracute set up complete mints in 
Potosi, Bolivia, and in Honan Province in China. Ferracute also sold coin- 
ing presses to the Italian, Japanese and Indian Governments, as well as the 
ancient mint at Lima, Peru. Janvier returned to his duties at Ferracute, 
retiring at the age of 82 in 1 943 . From the death of Oberlin Smith in 1926 
until his retirement, Janvier was vice president of the company. On 
Smith’s death, he also became chief engineer, the position that Smith had 
held for 63 years. 

The Chengtu mint continued to operate at least until the late 1930s, 
although in later years it produced paper money instead of coins. •

A^Numismatic 
Primer- Part 4 

In this installment, the author discusses the develop- 
ment of coinage from the beginnings of the Byzantine 
Empire to the Renaissance.

F rom the last days of the Roman Empire and the millen- 
nium of the Byzantine Empire, through the artistic and in- 
tellectual silence of the medieval period, to the revival of art, 
literature and learning of the Renaissance, coinage served as 
a reflection of the times. The culture of each society is mir- 
rored in the coins it left behind, leaving present-day numismatists a myriad 
of opportunities for study. 

The Byzantine Empire 

WHEN ROMAN EMPEROR Theodosius I (3 79-95) died, the empire was 
divided between his two sons, Honorius and Arcadius, thus bringing to an 
end the unified Roman Empire. Honorius (395-42 3), the younger son, 
was given the western sector of the empire, while his older brother Ar- 
cadius (395-408) was given the eastern sector. Arcadius thus became the 
first emperor of what later came to be known as the Byzantine Empire, 
which lasted for more than 1 ,000 years and was destined to play a vital 
role in the development of Western civilization. 

The Western Empire slowly decayed as the result of inept leadership and 
a poor moral climate among those in authority. It finally succumbed to 
Germanic barbarians, led by Odoacer, when they deposed the last West- 
ern emperor, Romulus Augustulus (475-76). In the East, the Roman (Byz- 
antine) Empire was to last until 1453, when it finally was defeated by the 
Ottoman Sultan Mohammed II (1451-81) with the capture of Constan- 
tinople on May 29. 

Under Arcadius, the gold solidus, called “nomisma” in the Eastern Ro- 
man Empire and introduced by Constantine the Great (306-37), was still 
the primary gold coin of the empire; it continued to be so until the reign 
of Michael IV, the Paphlagonian (1034-41), when it began to suffer a 
series of debasements. 

From the time of Nicephorus II, Phocas (963-69), a new, lightweight 
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. . . Byzantine coinage had for its theme many 
designs with Christian significance, with portraits of the 
Virgin Mary and Jesus often used. 


gold coin was struck. In later reigns the light coin retained a smaller, 
thicker fabric, while the stamenon (“standard”) nomisma became broader 
and cup-shaped (“scyphate”). This shape was achieved by striking the coin 
with one die that was convex and another that was concave. 

Byzantine coinage differed from previous Roman coinage in two basic 
ways. First, Byzantine coinage had for its theme many designs with Chris- 
tian significance, with portraits of the Virgin Mary and Jesus often used. 
The second basic difference was the gradual introduction of Greek rather 
than Latin inscriptions. Greek was the basic language of the Byzantine peo- 
ple, just as Latin was to the earlier Romans. 

Islamic Coinage 

WITH THE CAPTURE of Constantinople by Islamic invaders, the era of 
the Byzantine Empire came to a close. Arab and Turkish leaders became 
the rulers of vast areas of the Middle East. For many years after the fall 
of the Byzantine Empire, the new rulers made no effort to mint any great 
amount of coinage of their own, and probably continued to use the ex- 
isting Byzantine coins. 

Islamic coinage is dated from the prophet Mohammed’s flight from 
Mecca (the journey is called Hegira by the Moslems) to Medina in the 
year A.D. 622. This date is called year 1 by Islamic reckoning; A.H. means 
“after Hegira.” To convert dates written in the Islamic system to Christian 
dates, first subtract three percent from the Islamic date, then add 622 to 
the remainder. The three-percent factor must be used because the Islamic 
year is based upon the lunar year of 554 days, rather than the solar year 
of 365!/4 days. For example, A.H. 1200 would be A.D. 1 786 (1200 minus 
36, plus 622). 

At its height, the Islamic movement under its various caliphs, sultans and 
chiefs encompassed most of the areas around the Mediterranean Sea, parts 
of Eastern Europe and much of Asia, all the way to the Philippine Islands. 
So excellent was the quality of much of Islamic coinage that it was widely 
circulated in areas as large as the former Roman Empire and beyond. 

Coinage of the Far East 

INDIA REPORTEDLY HAD coinage of its own possibly as early as the an- 
cient Greeks, and China may have preceded the West in the use of money. 
Japan, on the other hand, has no record of coinage until the 7th century 
of the Christian era, according to generally accepted evidence, though time 
may alter this theory. However, the inability of most Western numis-

matists to read and date Oriental coins has made collecting of these pieces 
difficult and thus not widely pursued, except among specialists. 

The Medieval Period 

FOLLOWING THE CONQUEST of Rome by the barbarian “hoards” and 
the subsequent collapse of the Western Roman Empire, the Germanic 
invaders minted gold coins that were copies of, and in the style of, con- 
temporary coinage of the Eastern Empire. These imitiations went so far 
as to include the mintmark of Constantinople to try to give legitimacy to 
the coins, and possibly to have them accepted as lawful issues of the Byzan- 
tine state. 

Without the influence of the previous Hellenic and Roman cultures that 
had nurtured them, the art and literature of this period in Western Europe 
almost ceased to exist. European life deteriorated into agrarian feudalism, 
a system with little need for the coinage required by the Hellenic and 
Roman civilizations of the past. Some gold coins were struck, often in frac- 
tional values of one-third of the solidus, or “tremissis.” Silver coinage saw 
little use, and bronze coinage disappeared. 

This condition prevailed until about 752, when the Frankish king, Pepin 
the Short (751-68), completely demonetized gold and issued a new silver 
coin that was called “novus denarius,” or new denier. This silver coin 
became the basic currency of the medieval period and was the foundation

for later European coinage. It was the prototype of the English silver 
penny, introduced by King Offa of Mercia (757-96). 

With few exceptions, gold coinage generally was absent from Western 
Europe until the 1 3th century. It is interesting to note that the Norman 
knights who had come to Sicily as mercenaries in the fight against the 
Arabs in the 11th century soon became the masters and rulers of the 
several small principalities of Southern Italy, where they continued 
coinage based on Islamic models. 

The gold coinage of their descendant, the Holy Roman Emperor Fred- 
erick II (1215-50), is recognized by historians as a precursor of the early 
Renaissance period in Western Europe. Interestingly, Frederick considered 
himself emperor in the old Roman tradition, and struck solidi and half 
solidi bearing his portrait, as previous Roman emperors had done. While 
the issuance of these gold coins was significant, it must be pointed out that 
in the 13 th century imponant gold coins also were being struck by the 
city-states of Venice, Florence, Genoa, Naples and Sicily. These Italian 
communities would help usher in the golden age of the Renaissance. 

The Renaissance 

The renaissance (french for “rebirth” or “renewal”) saw a return 
to Western Europe of the high standards of Hellenic and Roman arts, 
literature, painting and sculpture, which had lain dormant during the 
Middle Ages. In addition, there was a great expansion in the fields of 
mathematics and the sciences. Men such as Nicolaus Copernicus (1473- 
1543), Polish astronomer and one of the founders of modern astronomy; 
Galileo Galilei (1564-1642), Italian astronomer and physicist; Michelan- 
gelo Buonarotti (1475-1564), Italian sculptor, painter, architect and poet; 
Leonardo da Vinci (1452-1519), Italian painter, sculptor, architect and en- 
gineer; Benvenuto Cellini (1500-7 1), goldsmith, medalist and one of Italy’s 
great sculptors; Martin Luther (148 3-1546), theologian and leader of the 
Reformation and the first to translate the Bible into German; and finally 
Johann Gutenberg (c. 1400-68), inventor of movable type, all left such 
an impression in their time that they determined the future course of 
Western civilization. 

The efforts of these men, and numerous others, transformed the stiff 
conventions of medieval coinage into a new art. Under the rule of Holy 
Roman Emperor Maximilian I (1493-1 519), large silver coins were struck, 
destined to become the forerunners of the American dollar. One of the 
first such pieces was a silver coin issued in 1516 in Joachimsthal, Bohemia,

inscription OFFA/REX.

where vast amounts of silver deposits had been found. This silver was 
minted into coins called “guldengroschen,” which carried an image of 
Saint Joachim, patron saint of the valley. Common usage of the times, 
combining the saint’s name with “Thai,” German for “valley,” referred 
to these coins as “Joachimsthalers.” This term eventually was shortened 
to “Thalers” and in time to “dollars.” 

Rulers of the Western European entities tried to ad- 
just the value of their coinage so as to be acceptable in 
foreign trade and commerce. King Henry VII (1457- 
1509) of England issued a proclamation in 1497 titled 
“Standard of Weights and Measures in the Exchequer,” 
asserting that “20 pennies are an ounce Troy which is 
for silver, gold ...” The British monetary system, long 
based on medieval reckoning units, finally changed over 
to decimal denominations in 1971. 

The age of the Renaissance saw all of Western Eu- 
rope transformed from a feudal agrarian society to a 
worldwide community of traders, merchants and ex- 
plorers from such centers as Venice, Genoa, Naples and 
Sicily in Italy, as well as the Kingdoms of Spain and 
Portugal, with their expeditions of discovery into the 
North and South American continents. 

The French, Dutch and English challenged Spanish and Portuguese ex- 
pansion into the New World with expeditions of their own. All this re- 
quired operating funds, and much of this money came from the vast 
amounts of gold and silver that the nations acquired from their newly 
discovered lands. It was this influx of money, and its management, that 
eventually led to the creation of modern coinage methods.

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Examining the Peace Dollar Series 


O F ALL THE people who col- 
lect silver dollars, it is likely 
that the majority favor Mor- 
gan dollars over Peace dollars. Even so, 
the Peace dollar series has much to 
recommend it. All of the date/mint 
combinations are affordable in cir- 
culated grades. This, combined with 
the small number of coins needed to 
complete the series, makes the assem- 
bling of such a collection a readily at- 
tainable goal. 

Peace-type silver dollars were coined 
from 1921 through 1928 and again in 
1934-35. Their creation can be attrib- 
uted to two circumstances, the first of 
which is the Pittman Act of 1918. 
Perhaps, a little background on this 
legislation is in order. 


When the coinage of silver dollars 
was suspended in 1 904, it was not an- 
ticipated that further strikings would 



ever occur. The silver dollar was a coin 
unseen by the general public except at 
Christmastime, when the giving of 
silver dollars and quarter eagles as 


gifts for young people was a holiday 
tradition in many families. In addi- 
tion, banks and other businesses fre- 
quently employed them as promo- 
tional items and as employee bonuses, 
their novelty enhancing the value of 
such occasions. 

In the far western states, where paper 
money still was viewed with some sus- 
picion, silver dollars remained a stand- 
ard tool in daily commerce. However, 
as far as Congress and the Treasury De- 
partment were concerned, these coins 
were simply a burdensome obligation 
imposed by the millions of dollars 
worth of silver certificates then in cir- 
culation. As a result, most silver dollars 
remained unused in vaults, and no new 
coinage was needed.

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Farran Zerbe, president of the Pacific 
G>ast Numismatic Society and past 
ANA president, proposed that a new 
design for U.S. silver dollars be used to 
commemorate America's peace with 
Germany after World War I, resulting 
in the Peace dollar. 


This all changed in 1914 when the 
First World War began. As is gener- 
ally true during wartime, a scarcity of 
commodities developed throughout 
much of the world. This inevitably led 
to inflation and to hoarding of many 
products. Silver was no exception. The 
speculative fever centering around the 
precious, white metal was particularly 
severe in India, then a possession of the 
British Empire. In an attempt to curb 
this speculation, Britain called upon its 
ally, the United States, to participate 
in its scheme to depress the price of 
silver by flooding the Indian market. 

Toward this end. Congress passed 
the Pittman Act of 1918, which called 
for the melting of more than 270 
million silver dollars. Although some 
of this bullion would be used for strik- 
ing domestic subsidiary coinage, most 
was intended for the Indian market, 


where it would be sold below the 
prevailing price. The coins thus de- 
stroyed were to be replaced at a later 
time using domestic purchases of silver. 

Melting of so many silver dollars re- 
quired the destruction of a like value 
in silver certificates, as these notes were 
backed by the coins. Since silver cer- 
tificates formed the bulk of the lower- 
value notes in circulation, this would 
impose a burden on daily commerce. 
The solution was found in a new is- 
sue of Federal Reserve Bank notes, 
series 1918. This series included for the 
first time $1 and $2 notes. The latter 
is the popular “Battleship Note’’ re- 
cently reproduced on a souvenir 
card by the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing for the ANA’s 97th Anni- 
versary Convention. 

The actual melting of silver dollars 
was not effeaed until 1 9 1 9-20. By this

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time, the world price of silver had risen 
so much that many nations ceased 
using it for coinage or greatly reduced 
the fineness of their silver coins. In this 
country, the bullion value of coins ex- 
ceeded their face value, setting the 
scene for massive hoarding and melt- 
ing. Curiously, I have found no evi- 
dence of such activity. In any event, 
the danger was short-lived. The price 
of everything, silver included, declined 
steadily in 1921-22, and the threat of 
a coin shonage passed. 

The time that elapsed between pas- 
sage of the Pittman Act in 1918 and 
the re-coining of the lost silver dollars 
in 1921 gave some minds an oppor- 
tunity to make plans, and therein lies 
the second circumstance that led to the 
coining of Peace dollars. 

Among the far-thinking individuals 
who chose to act upon these events 


was Farran Zerbe, former ANA presi- 
dent and editor of The Numismatist. At 
the time, Zerbe was president of the 
Pacific Coast Numismatic Society and 
still influential within the ANA. He 
maintained a keen interest in the ac- 
tivities of the United States Mint and 
in the affairs of the world. Zerbe knew 
that the Pittman Act, while calling for 
the re-coinage of the melted dollars, 
made no reference to the design of the 
replacement coins. It was simply as- 
sumed by all that the coins would be 
of the old Morgan type. Indeed, the 
Mint had prepared new master hubs 
replicating Morgan’s work. 

With the backing of many in the 
numismatic community, Zerbe intro- 
duced a resolution at the 1920 ANA 
convention calling for the new coins 
to have a design commemorating 
America’s peace with Germany. This 


resolution, it turned out, was well 
timed, as the United States did not 
formally make peace with Germany 
until 1921. 

Legislation was introduced in Con- 
gress in that year calling for a special 
commemorative coin to celebrate the 
peace. This bill was apparently lost in 
committee, as the coin that ultimately 
emerged carried all of the conventional 
devices and inscriptions. Only the pres- 
ence of the word PEACE revealed the 
coin’s commemorative intent. 

Having learned its lesson from past 
open-design competitions, in which the 
results ranged from disappointing to 
comical, the Mint wisely permitted the 
Commission of Fine Arts to field the 
ball. The Commission invited nine ac- 
complished artists to submit designs. 
From these entries, the work of An- 
thony De Francisci was selected. De

Although the sculptor claimed that 
the portrait was an idealized one, 
Teresa’s features in photographs are 
instantly recognizable as those on the 
Peace dollar. 

The obverse of the new dollar por- 
trayed a youthful bust of Liberty fac- 
ing left and wearing a radiant tiara. 
Above her is the word LIBERTY, and 
below, the date. The bust is flanked on 
either side by the motto IN GOD 
WE/TRUST. The designer’s mono- 
gram appears at the truncation of 
Liberty’s neck. On the reverse, the 
American eagle is perched upon a rock 
and faces right into the rising sun. 
An olive branch stands forth between 
its talons. Superimposed upon the rock 
is the word PEACE. Above the eagle

are the legends UNITED STATES OF 
AMERICA and E PLURIBUS UNUM. 
Flanking the eagle are the words 
ONE/DOLLAR. The mintmark, if any, 
appears above the eagle’s tail feathers. 

As the competition for new de- 
signs had not begun until November 
1921, the Mint was forced to proceed 
with the re-coinage of dollars utilizing 
Morgan’s Liberty Head design of 
1878. The first Peace dollars fell 
from the presses at the Philadelphia 
Mint in December, and the coins were 
in the hands of collectors and critics 
by early 1922. 

Next month I will discuss striking 
characteristics and rarity of various 
Peace dollar issues, and will offer some 
collecting suggestions.

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Computing Casualty and Theft Losses 


I F YOU HAVE sustained a casualty 
or theft loss to your numismatic 
holdings, for which you have not 
been compensated either by insur- 
ance or other means, you may be 
allowed a tax deduction. Losses de- 
ductible by individuals are limited to 
losses incurred in a trade or busi- 
ness; losses incurred in an investment- 
related activity; and hobby- related 
losses arising from a theft, or from a 
fire, storm, shipwreck, hurricane, tor- 
nado or other casualty. 

The amount of loss, for tax pur- 
poses, generally is the smaller of the 
fair-market value of the property im- 
mediately before the casualty or theft 
occurred, or the cost or other basis of 
the property. The manner in which the 


allowable loss is computed depends 
upon whether the damaged or stolen 
items were held as inventory in your

business, as an investment, or as part 
of a collection maintained as a hobby. 

The allowable deduction for invest- 
ment- or hobby-related numismatic 
losses is determined as follows; 

1) Calculate the “loss in value,’’ that 
is, the difference between the mar- 


ket value of the coins immediately 
preceding the loss and the market val- 
ue of the coins immediately following 
the loss. 

2) Establish the original cost of 
the coins. 

3) From the smaller of the amounts 
from Step 1 and Step 2, subtract any 
insurance proceeds or other compen- 
sation received. The amount of the loss 
is further reduced by a mandatory 
$ 100 exclusion. The resulting balance 
is the net casualty loss. Hobby-related 
casualty losses also must be reduced by 
10 percent of the taxpayer’s adjusted 
gross income (AGI). 

For business-related coins, the allow- 
able loss is the lesser of the amounts 
computed in Step 1 and Step 2, with

the following exception: if the coins 
were stolen or totally destroyed, you 
may claim the full cost of the coins as 
your loss (even if the market value of 
the coins immediately before the cas- 
ualty was less than their original cost). 
The loss deduction first must be re- 
duced by the amount of any insurance 
recovery. However, unlike investment- 


|or hobby-related casualty losses or 
thefts, a business loss is not reduced by 
the $100 exclusion. 

Assume, for example, that Felix 
Pomeranz, a taxpayer with an adjusted 
gross income of $80,000, suffers severe 
hurricane damage to his home in 1988. 
His hobby-related numismatic hold- 
ings, which originally cost $100,000 


and were worth $150,000 immedi- 
ately preceding the storm, were ap- 
praised at $ 1 10,000 shortly thereafter. 
Pomeranz recovered $23,000 from his 
insurance company. His deductible loss 
is computed in the table at left. 

The AGI limitation is not applied 
against each separate personal casualty 
loss. Rather, the limitation is applied 
against the total personal casualty loss 
for the year. 

In the example shown here, if the 
loss had been to the taxpayer’s busi- 
ness-related numismatic holdings, such 
as inventory held for sale in the nor- 
mal course of business rather than to 
hobby-related coins, neither the $ 100 
exclusion or the AGI limitation would 
have been imposed. Under these cir- 
cumstances, Pomeranz could deduct a 
loss of $17,000. •

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Tokens and Medals of George Washington 


T he collecting of early to- 
kens, medals and “coins” re- 
lating to President George 
Washington has been a popular pur- 
suit for well over a century. Serious 
numismatic interest in Washington 
pieces dates from the late 1850s and 
continues to the present, although 
classification of these items was some- 
what casual until the 20th century. 

In the 1 9 30s, Wayte Raymond com- 
menced the issuance of The Standard 
Catalogue of United States Coins, which 
included “coin” type Washington 
pieces. Raymond, a professional numis- 
matist who had a deep interest in his- 
tory and research, enjoyed studying 
Washington pieces. In 1941 he pub- 
lished a monograph concerning them. 


titled The Early Medals of Washing- 
ton 1 776-1 8 H. This slim 16-page vol- 
ume ignored the “coin” type issues 



(which were separately described in his 
Standard Catalogue of United States 
Coins) and concentrated on medallic 
pieces as well as tokens and store cards. 
‘‘In arranging the earlier medals of 
Washington we have tried to place 
them in chronological order rather 
than by subjects as published by 


Baker,” Raymond noted. Forty-two 
distinct designs of medals (some struck 
in more than one type of metal) and 
nine store cards were described— 
undoubtedly representing what Ray- 
mond considered to be the ‘‘classic” 
issues of the series. 

In 1965, Dr. George Fuld supervised 
the preparation of an annotated reprint 
of W.F. Baker’s 1885 work, which 
was published by Krause Publications. 
This annotation, plus additional stud- 
ies, laid the groundwork for the most 
comprehensive work ever produced on 
the subject, Medallic Portraits of Wash- 
ington, by Fuld and Russell Rulau, 
published by Krause in 1976. Not only 
are the items listed by Baker described 
and annotated, but hundreds of pieces

Since the 19th century, Washington 
has been the subject of numerous coin 
issues, although these commemoratives 
and regular federal pieces usually are 
treated separately. Among them are 
such items as the 1 900 Lafayette com- 
memorative silver dollar, picturing 
Washington and Lafayette on the ob- 
verse; the 1926 Sesquicentennial of 
American Independence half dollar, 
which combines the portraits of 
Washington and Coolidge; the recent 
George Washington commemorative 
half dollar of 1982, struck at the Den- 
ver and San Francisco minting facil- 
ities; and, of course, the lengthy series 
of Washington quarter dollars inaugu-

Among various tokens and medals 
of the 18th and 19th century, Wash- 
ington pieces have long been favorites 
with American collectors. The reasons 
for the popularity of Washington items 
can be traced to two considerations. 
First, numismatic tradition enters in. 
For many years, the coins, tokens and 
medals of Washington, particularly 
those of smaller sizes, have been col- 
lected along with colonial, state and 
early American coin issues. 

Second, many of the pieces, partic- 
ularly those struck in copper and of 
“large cent’’ size, circulated as a medi- 
um of exchange in an era in which just 
about anything the size of a U.S. cent 
circulated at that value. Some pieces 
actually bear the denomination ONE 
CENT, the undated “Double Head 



One of the most interesting of all 
Washington pieces is the so-called **Dou- 
ble Head cent/’ which bears a portrait 
somewhat resembling the Duke of Well- 
ington, and which is believed to have 
been produced circa 1810-20. As most 
known specimens show signs of wear, 
this issue may have circulated in 
America at the value indicated.

cent” and the 1791 ‘‘Small Eagle” and 
‘‘Large Eagle” pieces being examples. 

Another consideration worthy of 
mention is that Washington pieces, as 
noted earlier, form the subjea of a spe- 
cial seaion of A Guide Book of United 
States Coins. Numerous are the collec- 
tors who desire coins, tokens or medals 
listed in this popular red-covered ref- 
erence, and who are apt to ignore 
pieces not listed. It is probably correct 
to say that if the Guide Book were to 
devote a page to the medals of Thomas 
Jefferson, or Lewis Cass, or any other 
figure in American history, there 
would arise a cadre of collectors desir- 
ing to own such items. 

Aaually, although numerous Wash- 
ington pieces are indeed listed in the 
Guide Book, some of the most interest- 
ing are not. Included in this latter 
category are those with some of the 


most sentimental inscriptions to be 
found on any American numismatic 
items. Take, for example, HE IS IN 
GLORY, THE WORLD IN TEARS, the 
inscription on the obverse of several 
varieties of Washington medals pro- 
duced by Jacob Perkins, of Newbury- 
port, Massachusetts, shortly after the 
death of our first president. 

This sentimentality was to be echoed 
and expanded by succeeding genera- 
tions of engravers, who devised such 
inscriptions as TIME INCREASES HIS 
FAME, HE LIVED FOR HIS COUN- 
TRY, A MAN HE WAS TO ALL HIS 
COUNTRY DEAR, GEORGE THE 
GREAT, HOW ABJECT EUROPE’S 
KINGS APPEAR BY THE SIGHT OF 
SUCH A MAN, HAIL FAIR FREE- 
DOM’S FAVORITE SON, the admon- 
ishing WHILE WE ENJOY THE 
FRUIT, LET US NOT FORGET HIM

Washington was born on February 
1 1, 1732, according to the “old style” 
calendar which was in effea at the time 
of his birth. This date, which has been 
described as an error by several numis- 
matists, is to be found on the “Wash- 
ington Born Virginia” copper “cent,” 
for example. Later, the calendar system 
was revised, and all earlier dates were 
moved forward by 1 1 days, with the 
result that February 22, 1732, is the 
“correaed” date of his birth, the figure

used in many history books. For years, 
every schoolchild in America cele- 
brated February 22 as Washington’s 
birthday, a holiday, until Congress in 
its infinite wisdom changed the cele- 
bration date to the third Monday 
of February, never mind the date on 
the calendar. 

The life of Washington is an inter- 


esting one, and literally hundreds of 
writers have penned their versions of 
his biography. Legends abound (“I can- 
not tell a lie, I cut down the cherry 
tree,” and the celebrated dollar toss 
across the Rappahannock River), as do 
incidents of personal sacrifice and mili- 
tary glory. Suffice it to say, anyone in- 
terested in Washington coins, tokens 
and medals will find the appreciation 
of the subjea increased vastly by read- 
ing about Washington’s life. 

In terms of value for the price paid, 
Washington tokens and medals of an 
earlier era offer the numismatist a rich 
measure. Scarce and rare issues sell for 
tiny fraaions of the price charged for 
federal coinage of similar rarity. A col- 
leaion of several dozen Washington

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Coin Market Takes a Recess 


T he overall coin market, 
hot since February, took a 
breather in August. Factors in 
the late-summer doldrums included the 
ana’s anniversary convention, which 
was held earlier than usual, in July, 
leaving August devoid of major coin 
conventions for dealer trading; tem- 
porary cash shortages resulting from 
bills due 30 days following Auction ’88 
and the ANA auction; traditionally 
low levels of market activity during 
summer months; and some individual 
profit-taking when the coin market 
went up substantially. 

Despite a drop in trading volume and 
prices in some areas of the market, pro- 
fessionals remained extremely opti- 
mistic for several reasons. One major 


investor, who decided coins were un- 
dervalued in relation to other invest- 
ments, such as art and antiques, spent

more than $ 1 0 million on high-grade 
U.S. gold. 

Precious Metals 

As of August 24, 1988, gold was sell- 
ing at $ 4 3 3 per ounce; silver at $ 6 . 7 5 ; 
and platinum, $541 . A generally lack- 


luster performance by metals has re- 
sulted in the decline of bullion-oriented 
numismatic items. Summer listlessness 
in the metals market can be partially 
attributed to limited trading activity in 
European markets at this time of year. 
It seems that in some countries many 
workers get five weeks of vacation after 
only one year of job service. If they 
ski, a couple weeks are used in the 
winter, otherwise, most vacation is 
taken in the summer. The rest is easy 
to figure out, except, why does yours 
truly only get “one week after five 
years?’’

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cinnati, MS-65 Saint-Gaudens $20 
pieces have retreated to the $3,000 
wholesale level. This is up a tad, though, 
from last week and up 50 percent since 
the first of the year, when wholesale 
prices of Saint-Gaudens $20 in MS-65 
hovered between $2,000 and $2,500. 

The strengthening of these coins at 
the Bull 100 Show, held in Houston 
the week of August 22, made traders 
optimistic in this area. Otherwise, most 
areas of mint-state gold retreated in 
price, albeit less drastically than the 
Saints did, until last week. 

U.S. Silver Dollars 

Average uncirculated rolls and singles 
remain on cruise control at current low 
levels. Better dates in MS-64 and high- 
er still are in demand, as are common 
dates in MS-65, which are up $20 in 
the past few weeks. Many rare dates 


in MS-65 and common dates in 
MS-66 remain strong after doubling in 
price in the past few months. 

U.S. Commemoratives 

In MS-64 and higher, the U.S. com- 
memorative market has been roaring 
but seems ready for a correction. Price 
increases are fewer in number this 
week, but only because they were so 
numerous in past weeks. 

Certified Coins 

The big story in the certified coins mar- 
ket was the discovery of counterfeit 
PCGS “slab” holders. The presence of 
these counterfeits was reported in lead- 
ing weekly numismatic publications, 
and PCGS has taken steps to address 
the problem. Coins affected are be- 
lieved to be predominately MS-6 3 and 
higher Saint-Gaudens $20 pieces, as 


well as some better-date, high-grade 
dollars. Deteaion of the bogus holders 
is relatively simple. If you need assist- 
ance on this matter, contact a PCGS 
dealer or call PCGS at 7 1 4/2 50- 1 2 1 1 . 
While this revelation temporarily af- 
fected trading of PCGS material, it was 
quickly overcome. At the Bull 100 
Show, PCGS coins were trading al- 
most as if nothing had happened, but 
long-term ramifications of this incident 
could prove damaging to PCGS. Stay 
tuned for funher details. 

Type Coins 

The type coin market has remained 
stable and even has shown isolated 
price gains. This can be attributed to 
a lack of quality pieces available at cur- 
rent levels, and partial sequestering of 
funds generated from profit-taking in 
the U.S. gold market. •

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When He Failed to Counterfeit Gold, 
He Created a Man! 


G eorge w. hull once listed 
his address as Colorado 
Springs. Fortuitously, it was 
during pre-American Numismatic As- 
sociation days; otherwise Hull would 
have found some way to take advan- 
tage of another golden opportunity. 
His sojourn in the Centennial State left 
its mark-— on an earthen mound near 
Beulah, on a newspaper’s masthead in 
Ouray, and on the state as a whole. 

George Hull once attempted to turn 
base metal into gold. When that effort 
failed, he turned to changing rock in- 
to man. Success here was but fleet- 
ing, but the attempt insured that he 
would go down in American history 
as one of the great con men of the 
19th century. 

Circumstances found Hull visiting a 
sister in Ackley, Iowa, in June 1866 
to discuss the repayment of money he 
had borrowed from her husband. A 
Reverend Turk also was visiting at the 
time, and one evening the front-porch 
discussions touched on religion. Hull 
was as much a nonbeliever as the min- 
ister was a fundamentalist. When the 
topic of conversation turned to Genesis 
6:4 (“There were giants in the earth 
in those days; and also after that . . 
George Hull impiously schemed. If the 
reverend believed in giants, Hull would 
give him one. 

For two years, the idea of turning 
stone into a giant man brewed in 
Hull’s fertile mind. On a return visit 
to Iowa in 1868, he took a detour 
through Fort Dodge and ordered from 
a gypsum quarry a block of stone, 1 2 
feet long and 4 feet square. At the 
expense of several bridges and a wagon 
axle, he had the 10,000-pound stone 


trucked to the nearest railroad depot. 
From there it was shipped to the studio 
of sculptor Edward Burghardt at 940

North Clark Street, Chicago. 

Burghardt, with two trusted assist- 
ants, Fred Mohrmann and Henry 
Salle, devoted three months of labor 
to the creation of a reclining giant. By 
the time mammoth man was finished, 
Hull had spent $2,600 in borrowed 
money, too great an investment for a 
mere praaical joke. 

Hull surreptitiously shipped the giant 
to the region that gave America 
Mother Ann Lee and her Shakers and 
Joseph Smith and his golden plates of 
Mormon. The stone man was buried 
on a farm near Cardiff, New York, 
where he slept for a year before being 
discovered in October 1869. 

For months following the discovery, 
people poured into Cardiff via excur- 
sion trains and special stagecoaches. 
Thousands paid 50 cents a head for 
a peek at the petrified man from the 
past. Even when the giant was ex- 


posed as a fake, the curious still came 
to Cardiff, including none other than 
Phineas T. Barnum. However, Bar- 
num balked at paying $60,000 to lease 
the stone man for one of his attrac- 
tions. A syndicate eventually bought 
the Cardiff giant, and to this day peo- 
ple pay to see Hull’s first creation, on 
display at the Farmers’ Museum in 
Cooperstown, New York. 

George Hull chose Colorado as the 
perfect place to once again turn stone 
into man. By the time he had estab- 
lished residence in Colorado Springs, 
his reputation was such that he had to 
resort to using an alias— Davis. He 
wore his hair short, shaved his beard, 
donned spectacles and walked stoop- 
shouldered. Hull, after all, was prepar- 
ing for a repeat performance of his 
classic hoax. It would do him no good 
to be recognized as the father of the 
Cardiff giant. 

Created on a smaller scale, measur- 
ing only seven feet tall and weighing 
500 pounds, the Solid Muldoon, as he 
was dubbed, was a piker in comparison 
to the Cardiff giant. Hull invested his 
own money this time— $11.45 for 
Portland cement and a cast-off medical 
school skeleton. 

Buried in a shallow grave near Beu- 
lah, Colorado, 18 miles southwest of 
Pueblo, the Muldoon was to be “dis- 
covered’’ by an innocent passer-by in 
the fall of 1 877. This time the intrepid 
P.T. Barnum was in on the hoax. By 
“coincidence’’ the showman was in 
Colorado Springs visiting his daugh- 
ter at the time of the discovery. He 
rushed to buy the Muldoon for a 
reported $20,000. 

Charles Darwin’s theory of evolu- 
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tion had made the press and was hotly 
debated in public forums. The Solid 
Muldoon was billed as the “missing 
link between man and ape.” Again, 
gullible hoards flocked to Pueblo, then 
to Colorado Springs and Denver to 
see the stone marvel. As with its 
predecessor, the Muldoon was ex- 
posed as a fake, but, unlike the Car- 
diff giant, it disappeared from the 
scene. Its location, if it still exists, 
is unknown. 

Although George Hull experimented 
with make-believe giants and coun- 
terfeit metal, he never was charged 
with making false coin. In fact, when 
he died in 1902, Hull was without 
coin, real or otherwise. The man with 
the million-dollar ideas died a penni- 
less pauper.

Actually, the good dealers far 
outweigh the bad, and it is not impos- 
sible to find bargains and pleasant, 
ethical dealers. 

For example, imagine a huge room 
full of trustworthy coin dealers, each 
one offering the finest material at the 
best prices. Sounds like a midsum- 
mer night’s dream or perhaps that “big 
convention in the sky,’’ doesn’t it? 

Although that might be overstating 
the feeling I got from this year’s ANA 
convention in Cincinnati, I truly felt 
that competitive coin selling still is 
being practiced by hundreds of ded-

icated businessmen. 

I saw no outrageous promotions, 
counterfeits or misrepresented coins 



on the bourse floor. The dealers were 
pleasant, helpful and intent on build- 
ing good customer relations as well 
as their collections. If a price was not 
to a buyer’s liking and he could not 
bargain for a better deal, he simply 
moved on to another of the hun- 
dreds of other dealers until he found 


what he was looking for— or learned 
that there is “buying’’ competition as 
well as “selling’’ competition at a 
major show. 

I did not see a single Morgan dollar 
in worn condition priced over $9, and 
common 1 -ounce silver rounds usual- 
ly commanded “spot’’ plus 50 cents. 
Major bullion dealers, such as Silver- 
Towne, Ron Gillio and MTB Bank- 
ing Corporation were there, offering 
the public competitive prices based on 
daily metal quotes. All the leading auc- 
tion houses were represented, helping 
people arrange to sell their collections 
at public auaion. Specialists in every 
area of numismatics informed and 
assisted customers: Billy Paul, with his 
beautiful English coins, competed with 
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all the fine dealers from Europe; 
Charles Wolfe did the same with his 
ancient and medieval offerings. 

On the bourse floor were literally 
hundreds of silver dollar dealers, in- 
cluding all the big names. There was 
more paper money than anyone could 
hope to look at in less than a week. 
I even saw one dealer, Gary Adkins, 
offering $ 10 gold pieces, at what must 
have been his cost, as a business- 
building promotion. 

The message here is that there still 
are plenty of opportunities to enjoy 
your hobby with confidence, knowing 
that with a little searching you can find 
honest dealers. The easiest way is to 
meet them face to face at a major coin 
show, especially a national convention 
like the ANA’s, where every dealer has 
been screened and is a member in good 
standing. Happy hunting! 


File #187 

This month’s prize advertisement was 
sent in by a reader in Florida. The ad’s 
claims are so blatantly false that one 
can only wonder why the advertiser 
would waste his money and time try- 
ing to get anyone to respond. 

The headline proclaims, “Double 
Your Money.” The ad then goes on 
to state that investors have made more 
than 600-percent profit in less than five 
years, and that Morgan silver dollars 
are one of the hottest rare coin in- 
vestments today. 

Next, the advertiser asks you to send 
in your name and address and to tell 
how much money you have to invest. 
For your convenience, you can check 
off a box showing whether you have 
$1,000, $3, 000-$ 7, 000 or $10,000- 
$15,000. You must include your 
telephone number so that the firm can 


verify your address. I guess the ad- 
veniser thinks you might lie about a 
thing like that after divulging your 
financial situation. 

At the bottom of the ad in small type 
is the company’s statement of integ- 
rity, which just about says it all: “This 
is not a representation, offering or 
solicitation of products or services by 
this company, which makes no repre- 
sentation or warranty as to the prod- 
ucts or services requested.” 

Let’s hope that everyone will think 
twice before anticipating huge returns 
from investments with this company. 
Even under the best of conditions, this 
type of come-on looks risky.

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mail than any other current promo- 
tion. It appeared in local newspapers 
throughout the country, as well as in 
USA Today and numerous periodicals. 

Collectors complain that the replica 
is made to sound like an official gov- 
ernment coin and that it is overpriced. 
They may be right on both counts, 
although I would not judge what such 
an item is worth. Most of the ads of- 
fer the medals for around $260 each. 
Sometimes the pieces are offered in 
conjunction with other items, such as 
a genuine U.S. silver Eagle or some 
older silver dollars. 

The advertisements do make the 
replicas sound like government coins, 
and the design is seemingly identical to 
the 1 -ounce silver Eagle coin. Yet, the 
government seems to feel that there is 
nothing illegal about these medals 
because of their size and wording. If 


the mintage for this item truly is lim- 
ited, as the ads all state, then these 
pieces should be sold out by now, and 
we can expect to see the end of this 
promotion (unless, of course, the series 
is continued with a new date or some 
other twist). 

File #189 

Now that Morgan dollars are readily 
available in worn condition for less 
than $ 10 each, they are prime fodder 
for promoters who think of count- 
less ways to package and sell them to 
uninformed buyers for $20 to $25. 

A typical ad for such coins is one 
seen frequently in Sunday newspaper 
supplements. It offers a “collector’s 
set’’ of five Morgan dollars in an inex- 
pensive plastic case for about $100. 
Sometimes the price is a bit lower if 
multiple sets are ordered. As always. 


quantities are limited, and the pieces 
are touted as wonderful investments. 

The superlatives used in these ads 
make them well worth reading just for 
laughs. One claimed that experts con- 
sider the Morgan design to be the peak 
of the engraver’s an, an assenion I can 
accept only if they mean that this was 
the best that George Morgan could 
produce. Other statements call these 
dollars the most sought-after coins 
ever minted, adding that they sell 
for as much as $20,000 in “prime” 
mint condition. 

Left unanswered is just what “prime” 
mint condition means and what con- 
stitutes a “collector set.” The adver- 
tisement pictures a variety of dates but 
says nothing about mintmarks. The 
coins are guaranteed to be in Fine con- 
dition, if that helps you decide whether 
to purchase a few sets. •

Obituaries 

NORMAN SHULTZ-ANA 1957 

The ana’s most longstanding mem- 
ber, James Norman Shultz, passed 
away on June 16, 1988, in Salt Lake 
City. He was 95 years old. 

Called “the dean of American coin 
dealers,’’ Shultz became a professional 
dealer in 1915 and ran his first adver- 
tisement in The ^Numismatist in July 
1 9 1 6. He retired in 1 98 3 after 68 years 
in the business. At the ANA’s 8th An- 
nual Midwinter Convention in Salt 
Lake City in 1986, Shultz was hon- 
ored as holding the record for the 
longest continuous ANA membership. 
He joined the ANA in February 1918 
and received his gold membership 
medal in 1968. 

Primarily a mail-order dealer, Shultz 
specialized in silver dollars. Report- 


edly, postal employees, who knew him 
well, would deliver mail to him ad- 
dressed only to “Morgan Dollars, Salt 
Lake, Utah.” He advertised in Popular 
Mechanics magazine for 60 years. 

Shultz helped to organize the Utah 
Numismatic Society in 1951 and was 
a director of that organization in the 
early 1960s. At a banquet held in con- 
junction with the 17th annual coin 
show of the Utah Numismatic Soci- 
ety, he was named a Numismatic Am- 
bassador by Krause Publications. 

Originally a farmer from King City, 
Missouri, Shultz moved to Salt Lake 
in 1926. His other interests included 
golf, photography and Oriental art. 

He is survived by his wife, Elsie; one 
daughter, Jolie of Scottsdale, Arizona; 
a granddaughter, Stacy Udy of Scotts- 
dale; and a nephew, Howard Shultz of 
Aurora, Missouri. •

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Counterfeit Old Spanish Trail Commemorative 


C ONTINUING THE SERIES On 
counterfeit United States com- 
memorative half dollars, this 
month’s ANA Certification Service 
column describes diagnostics found on 
recurring examples of counterfeit 1935 
Old Spanish Trail half dollars. 

There are few noticeable diagnostics 
other than the standard “look” char- 
aaeristic of most counterfeit commem- 
oratives of different design, that is, 
fuzzy details, sharp edge reeding, lack 
of die polish, and luster that exhibits 
a glossy sheen. These obvious diagnos-

tics are illustrated here to assist collec- 
tors in deteaing counterfeit Old Span- 
ish Trail half dollars. 


At a recent Long Beach coin show, 
a counterfeit coin of this type was 
brought to the ANACS table for ex- 
amination three times by three dif- 
ferent individuals; but each time it was 
the same piece. Apparently, because 
the counterfeit was of such high qual- 
ity, the person who first had the half 
dollar examined doubted ANACS’ 
determination and asked two other 
people to take the half dollar to the 
ANACS table to get opinions. 

The coin itself was attractive, had

nice luster, and a lovely gray-blue ton- 
ing. Many counterfeits of this type 
display the same distinctive toning. 
ANA Certification Service staff stress 
that a large number of these Old 
Spanish Trail commemoratives have 
surfaced lately, and that potential buy- 
ers of such coins should pay special at- 
tention to detail when viewing a piece 
for possible purchase. •

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A HOARD OF ATHENIAN OWLS 




I am pleased to offer a selection of the famous Athenian “Owls.” These coins are perhaps the most widely recognized and admired of 
all ancient coins. Almost pure silver, they are large and thick, weighing about 17.20 grams. They were struck at the mint on the Acropolis 
in Athens during the age of Pericles, from 447 to 413 BC. At that time the tetradrachm was a week’s wages for a skilled craftsman. 

Athens then was the most important city in the ancient Greek world from cultural, political, and commercial standpoints. It is credited 
with establishing democracy as a viable form of government, where the value of the individual is recognized and the majority choose the 
destiny of their country. Our American government and way of life are modeled after the Athenian examples. During this period of greatness, 
the Golden Age of Greece, ’ such geniuses as Socrates and Plato taught at Athens. Immortal playwrights such as Sophocles, Euripides, 
and Aristophanes produced timeless works still appreciated today. Poets, artists, architects, and great minds in all fields flourished during 
this period, sometimes creating works of art that have not been equaled since. 

The obverse of these tetradrachms shows the head of the goddess Athena, the patron deity of Athens, wearing a crested helmet decorated 
with three olive leaves and a floral scroll. She was one of the three most important figures in Greek religion, along with Zeus and Apollo. 
As well as being the goddess of war, she was the personification of good counsel and wisdom, and the patroness of the arts and all handicrafts. 
One of Athena s sacred animals, the owl, is depicted on the reverse of this famous coin. Associated with the goddess of wisdom, the owl 
gained the reputation for being a wise bird. An olive twig is behind the owl and the Greek letters for ATHENS are in front. The very 
first owls, as these tetradrachms are called, were struck about 510 BC. Athens had no interest in changing this popular design because 
it became the most widely accepted trade coin of the 5th century BC. It was recognized by ancient merchants all over the Mediterranean, 
much like the worldwide acceptance of the U.S. greenback now. Many of these great coins were struck during this booming economic period 
and used by the government to finance the building of the fabulous Parthenon and, later, the Peloponnesian War against Sparta.

Award-winning New York Times col- 
umnist and COINage senior editor, 
Ed Reiter, was in excellent spirits dur- 
ing the convention, despite spending 
the first ni^t witnessing the Cincin- 
nati Reds clobber the New York Mets, 
11 to 2, at beautiful Riverfront Stadi- 
um. The Reds scored 10 runs in the 
first inning, but Ed remained with his 
snickering numismatic colleagues in 
the right field box seats through the 
singing of “Take Me Out to the Ball 
Game” during the seventh-inning 
stretch. That took guts. 

To promote sales of Australia’s gold 
bullion “Nuggets,” A-Mark Precious 
Metals, Inc. laid out a huge crocodile

Aside from the formal ex- 
hibit area, it was the best display in the 
convention hall.
